CAL ATTEMPTS 


TO HALT MOVE 
TO DRAFT HIM 


Affects Those Who Imply 
That He Wishes to Bring 
About Own Renomination 
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Washington — President Coolidge has 


again tried to squelch the draft move- 
ment in his behalf 
but curiously 


enough it affects those who have en- 
deavored' to imply that he wishes to 
bring about his own renomination and 
not those who think he will be nomin- 
ated because there is really a. spon- 
taneous movement for him within the 
Hepublican party. 


The sending of a letter to the chair- 


man of the Republican state commit- 
tee asking that his name not be used 
on the ballot is in line with what the 
president did in the case of the Repub- 
lican state committee of Wyoming. 


Mr. Coolidge announced that he did 


not want to be a. candidate and wanted 
that to be taken literally. 
The effort 


of the 'Wyoming committee and the 
Massachusetts Republicans to make 
him appear as a candidate is 'embarras- 
sing" to the president. The use of the 
word "embarrassing' occasioned much 
comment 
today. 
Embarrassing to 


whom? First, it is embarrassing Her- 
bert Hoover's campaign, and Mr. Coo- 
lidge in his December statement en- 
couraged other candidates to enter the 
field. . He could not be in the position 
of allowing his own name to be used 
to obtain delegates that logically should 
go to other candidates. 


If Mr. Coolidgc should be drafted, 


the nomination 
might not be worth 


having- if it were obtained at the; ex- 
pense 'of other 'I'aelicntjfe Svii 
might believe the president 
block their own chances. 


So the president is playing his part 


in every respect in accordance with his 
earlier statements. He does not wish 
to run. He wants other candidates to 
develop all the strength 
they 
can 


without embarrassment from him. 


CAT, HELPS SELF 


And yet the men who predict the 


nomination of Mr. Coolidge know that 
everything the president does to pre- 
vent his own nomination 
will make 


more effective the nomination if it 
comes spontaneously from the conven- 
tion. Mr. Coolidge has not said he 
would not accept 
if nominated. The 


reason given for his failing to say 
this is that an emergency might arise 
in which he would be compelled to ac- 
cept. By June 1, it will be apparent 
whether there is to toe any emergency, 
national or international. Mr. Coolidge 
probably might be asked then if he 
would accept if nominated, 
but the 


likelihod is that the leaders who fa- 
vor his renomination will wait to test 
the strength of the other "candidates 
and see if a deadlock really develops.

OSHKOSH MAN DIES 


IN AIRPLANE CRASH 


Two Others Seriously Injured 


When New Airplane Nose- 
dives from 2,000 Feet 


Oshkosh—(xP)—Robert Butzlaff, 29, 


was killed and his brother, William, 
35, and Henry Dunbar, 29, were ser- 
iously hurt late Sunday when 
their 


plane plunged from a high altitude 
and was wrecked. 


Other ships in the air and a large 


crowd at the airport southwest of 
Oshkosh saw the plane, piloted by 
Dunbar, suddenly nose downward and 
wobble. The flier made a vain desper- 
ate effort to right the craft and reach 
the port. 


All three were entangled in 
the 


wreckage when the ship crashed into 
a field adjoining the port. 


Robert Butzlaff died before arrival 


at a hospital. His brother has a brok- 
en leg and possible internal injuries. 
Dunbar is cut and bruised. The trio, 
all of Oshkosh.

and Great Lakes' 


waterway problems as a. unit would tie 
up Great Lakes' improvement work in- 
,definitely, Chairman Dempsey o£ the 
house rivers and harbors 
committee, 


declared Monday in a, digest of recent 
correspondence on the subject between 
the state department and the Canadian 
government. 


He contended that the channels of 


the Great Lakes should be deepened 
without delay and said that the com- 
mittee and unanimously passed a res- 
olution asking the engineers to report 
on the project as soon as possible. 
j 


"Our secretary of state has accepted 


most of the suggestions 
made 
by 


Canada," Mr. Dempsey said in discuss- 
ing 
the correspondence. 
"Including 
that of treating 'hese improvements as 
a unit. 


"What will be the 
effect if 
this 


course is adopted? The agitation for 
the improvement of the St. Lawrence 
had gone on not alone 
-with nothing 


done, but -with no agreement even to 
do anything, for a third of a century. 
There is now no greater prospect of 
action or even of an agreement than 
there has been in this long period. So 
f we wait for the United States and 
Canada to agree upon, deepening^ the 
channels of the great lakes, we will no 
doubt wait indefinitely, or for a third 
of a century more. 


"And all the time we wait, the wheat 


growers of the west, and food consum- 
ers of the east, 
the great iron and 


steel business of the country, and all 
who uso iron or stoel products, and 
every family in the northwest which 
uses a ton of coai, will pay a higher 
transportation cost on the Great Lakes 
because its chanels are to shallow to 
enable the Great 
l^ake freighters to 


load to capacity. The. losses from the 
delay everywhere will be 
enormous 


and it is unnecessary, and, therefore, 
of course, inexcusable."

OIL LANDS LEASES 


SHIFTS TO MEXICO 


Indications Are That State 


Departments Will Not Fight 
for Operators 


BY RODNEY UUTCHKR 


Washington—How that Ambassador 


Morrow and President Calles 
have 


shown how easily our oil row with 
Mexico might have been adjusted in 
the first place, we may learn soon the 
reason why It wasn't. 


Of course, it ts commonly known 


that the air was cleared considerably 
after President Coolidge caused 
the 


State Department to stop basins its 
Mexican policy on forged documents, 
but those forgeries were only a com 
plication which wae dissipated com- 
pletely when Mr. Hearst and everyone 
else admitted that the wild documents 
he had published weren't genuine. 


The real Hottentot in the woodpile 


has been the question of the validity 
of titles acquired by some American 
oil men in Mexico. 
/ 


That is supposed to account for the 


attitude of some oil interests which 
caused the State Department to talk 
sternly and threateningly to Mexico 
and the attitude of others who were 
willing to comply with the Mexican 
oil laws. 


It has often been charged that some 


of the American oil concessions 
in 


Mexico had been obtained fraudulent- 
ly. 


If that is true, there is nothing In 


Mexico's oil regulations as agreed up- 
on by Morrow and Calles which will 
enable the holders of mvplid titles to 
retain property illegally acquired. The 
titles involved under the regulations 
are going to be reviewed and some of 
the big American oil companies may 
be affected. 


All indications are that with Mex 


ican-American relations as they are, 
the State Department will not make 
any desperate fights on behalf of oil 
interests whose fraudulent titles are 
thrown out by Mexican courts. 


That, at least, must have been the 


Coolidge-Morrow attitude. 
The new 


oil regulations were 
not exactly a 


compromise; they represented an obli- 
teration of points which might enable 
each nation to accuse the other of 
unfairness. 


"We now accept the Mexican theory 


of law that o\vnership of land does 
not automatically mean ownership of 
oil beneath ihe surface. Mexico agrees 
to liberalize interpretation of the posi- 
tive act required to prove ownership 
of the sub-surface and to abandon 
the plan to limit ownership rights to

population. 


Prof, 
Morriam believes 
that the 


large cities are outgrowing the rule 
of the states and that the time will 
come when they will govern them- 
selves independently .

"Take Chicago for example," says 


Prof, Merriam.

nois, Wisconsin. Indiana and Michi- 
gan. How much simpler It would be 
to have a state of Chicago, state of 
New York, of Boston, of Cincinnati. 
Homo rule for cities is the only hope 
for future democracy."

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THE CANADIAN NOBILITY 


Immediately following the AVorlcl War 


with a-fine show of democracy the Ca- 
nadian parliament petitioned the 
king 


that he refrain thereafter from granting 
to Canadians either lifetime or hereditary 
honors. .Such is the condition throughout 
the monarchy of Great Britain that, in- 
stead of flying into a royal rage at this 
indication of the trivial value put upon 
nobility, the king has faithfully observed 
the request. 


But it is difficult to live in and as part 


of a monarchy and .not partake of all the 
different elements that go to make up the 
form of such a state. Public sentiment in 
Canada is still definitely opposed to the 
creation of hereditary titles but it is 
claimed-that there is less opposition to 
the bestowal of nontransferable titles on 
individuals who have rendered the state 
conspicuous service, titles that die with 
the holder. 


A member of the Canadian parliament 


has recently moved that a committee be 
named to inquire fully into the whole 
matter which seems to be a mere method 
of entering a wedge preparatory to with- 
drawing the former petition submitted to 
the king. Strange it is how human nature 
loves a distinguishing ribbon or medal on 
the chest or a title that may set one apart 
but not necessarily above, his fellowmen. 
It seems that in certain classes of society 
in Canada people are becoming restive 
without the distinction of being known 
as Sir this or Lady that. • The matter is 
always before the Canadian people .be- 
cause there are some sixty or seventy Ca- 
nadians with titles, some finding it diffi- 
cult to live up to them because of finan- 
cial misfortune, but losing one's property 
is hardly as deplorable an incident in the 
lives of persons who crave such distinc- 
tions, as losing the title itself. They may 
become poor but they will remain proud 
to the end, whatever good it may do 
them. 


Canadians would do well towards in- 


suring their own future if they persisted 
in the position taken immediately 
after 


the war. It' was the war that showed 
them how true democracy is the equality 
of all men, and they turned from the 
matter of titles with a wry face. 


Perhaps it is not so unreasonable to 


grant some distinction to persons who 
have actually made great sacrifices for 
the public or the benefit of the state, but 
to make provision that those distinctions 
shall pass on from father to son, however 
unworthy the son may be, is trying to 
plant something in the 
AVesterii Hemi- 


sphere that simply will not grow here. 
And yet the public knowledge or the offi- 
cial thanks that may be voted for unique 
services to the public should fulfill all the 
necessities of such an occasion. Distinc- 
tions of this nature have been practically 
timited in the Western Hemisphere to 
services performed in the army and navy. 
And even there the bestowal of them is 
a questionable right, due to the almost 
impossibility of bestowing them justly. 
Many acts of great heroism are performed 
under circumstances impossible to truly 
appraise and some distinctions have been 
granted as a mere matter of favoritism. 


The present movement in Canada is the 


last stand of those who live and thrive 
and purr on social distinctions. But it is 
the last,—and it will probably be futile. 
Intelligence is a well 
known 
Canadian 


trait and of too high ar. order to permit 
opening up the subject again. It will suc- 
cccd about as well as an attempt to grow 
coffee beans in Labrador. It is just out of 
place in North and South America. It will 
become popular again when men wear 
lace ruffles around their ankles. 


THE PRESIDENT'S "NO" 


President Coolidgc is not a coy and 


bashful maiden standing at the brink o£ 
adventure waiting to be urged into an- 
other term. 


He is, asjic has amply demonstrated 


throughout his entire public service, 
a 


man scrupulously honest, who says what 
he means and keeps his word, lie has the 


j^ courage too to say what he thinks, the 


kind of courage that never should be 
lacking in his high office. 


Those who know him or have taken the 


time to follow his public career have not 
participated in any 
"Draft Coolidge" 


plans. They know that when the presi- 
dent said he was not a candidate in 1928 
he meant just that much, no less, no more. 
He didn't have to emphasize it with any 
slapstick arguments. He is not given to 
wasting words. In his rather artless way 
he has always understood that no was 
the opposite of yes, and that though made 
up of but two letters it is a powerful word 
and'means a lot. 


Yet, so that the public may not misun- 


derstand, whenever the 
occasion has 


arisen and men in the Republican or- 
ganization have insisted in taking steps 
to further his renomination he has quiet- 
ly, though publicly and forcibly, reiterat- 
ed his stand. 


The president typifies the highest stan- 


dard of public service. It is a great loss 
to lose such'men from 
public life, 
but 


would it not be a greater loss to lose the 
right to rcvly on their word? 


MILITARY DISPLAY 


Washington is -seeing a good many 


more military maneuvers than it used-to. 
Throughout the warm months, soldiers, 
from nearby army posts hold exhibition 
drills on grounds near, the White House. 


This, it is said, is partly because -some 


government officials visited England and 
were impressed by the way British troops 
went through their paces around the 
royal palace. Feeling that military spec- 
tacles always-delight the onlookers, these- 
officials, it is said, decided to institute 
something of the kind in the United 
States. 


It's perfectly all right with us; only we 


do hope that Washington's bigwigs won't 
decide to emulate the British still further' 
arid have a detail -of cavalry accompany 
the president wherever he goes. Our tra- 
ditions are all the other way. 
A demo- 


cratic country isn't supposed to lean quite 
so heavily on military displays as a mon- 
archy.

TOO MLCH CHATTER ABOUT TOO MUCH 


SPATTER 


The health commissioner of New York city re- 


cently announced that respiratory Infections wore at 
their lowest prevalence. Commenting on this good 
news a metropolitan editor remarked that the health 
commissioner coupled the announcement with "the 
timely injunction not for this reason to avoid takin; 
the necessary precautions to check incipient colds.1 


As the health commissioner is an ardent pro- 


tagonist of wet feet as a factor, the "necessary 
precautions- probably meant wearing one's rubbers 
and keeping one's chest protector on, these tieach- 
erous spring days. 


That's about what the whole thing amounts to. 
A medical journal-editor, referring to tho same 


announcement, 
gives utterance to the pessimism 


that is. widely spread through the medical and sani- 
tary professions: 


"The 
old fashioned measures of isolation and 


quarantine 
are 
still effective in preventing the 


spread o£ colds of all forms. However, the people 
almost unanimously -would resent an official quar- 
antine of'cases of colds; only a few observe volun- 
tary isolation of colds; even the campaign to 'cover 
coughs and sneezes' has had little effect on the 
.public." 


This medical journal editor is right about it. But 


why this pessimism? Well, maybe you can fret a 
clew from another quotation from the same editor- 
ial article: 


"The people are surfeited with commonplace ad- 


vice to keep the feet dry and avoid draughts." 


Far be it from me to inject personalities into the 


discussion, as the New. York health commissioner 
said I did at our last encounter, but may I not fairly 
ask what the health commissioner thinks about this 
comment from the 
New York State Journal of 


Medicine? Can it be that the editor suspects the 
health commissioner's attitude on wet feet is ri- 
diculous? , 


Of course the people -will resent any official quar- 


antine of "colds" as long- as the health authorities 
assure them .that some "colds" are not infectious. 


The health authorities take no such pessimistic 


and inconsistent attitude in reference to the pre- 
vention of diphtheria or smallpox, although" certain 
people do vigorously resent being- quarantined or 
isolated with such disease. 


The health authorities betray a weakness here. 


They're in an embarrassing predicament, thanks to 
their obstinacy, old fogyism and dogmatism. They 
have 
incautiously committed themselves, on the 


wrong side of tho question as everybody can now 
see, and they prefer to let tho t'hing drift on, pass 
the buck to the public, anything rather than ac- 
knowledge that they have made a mistake. 


I urge the reader to remember this when his own 


child comes home from school with measles, scarlet 
fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, or whatnot, con- 
tracted from some alleged "cold" the health authori- 
ties admit to school. Remember it particularly when 
some 
fustian health officer has the temerity to 


warn the public," against wet feet, draughts and 
insufficient clothing.

DEBAUCHING AN IDEA 


There are many kinds of honesty.' 


Comparatively few people will steal 
money or tell lies outright. Many are 
dishonest in far subtler ways. Fre- 
quently they are the last to suspect 
that their integrity might be called in 
question. 


A very large number of novelists arc 


dishonest without suspecting it them- 
selves. 
They debauch ideas in the 


interest of being "right minded" or 
because they have a lesson to impart 
or some social doctrine to preach. 


I felt this very-strorigly with regard 


to a comparatively recent book 
by 


Henry Kitchell Webster, "The 
Be- 


ginners." 
"Webster 
is a competent 


though not a great writer. Pic takes 
his job seriously, although he also has 
an eye to popularity. But that need 
not at all interfere with good work 
if it is properly disciplined, and Web- 
ster usually has a firm hand on the 
reins. Moreover he has ideas and skill 
in translating them into narrative. 


But he is saturated with the "suc- 


cess" gospel that his ideas often 
are 


strangled to cdath before he 
gets 


through with them. Many years ago 
lie collaborated with 
Samuel Marwin 


on a business novel of the wheat mar- 
ket in .which "success," in the Satur- 
day Evning Post and American Maga- 
zine sense, was the motif, and it looks 
as if he has never been ably wholly to 
eliminate tho virus^from his system. 
Business success must inevitably be 
the culmination of the story. 


In "The Beginners" Webster starts 


vVith an idea that rings true and can 
Lie instantly recognized. Edward Pat- 
terson is 46 and he has an assured po- 
sition as a cashier in a great insur- 
ance office in Chicago. But he is at a 
standstill professionally. His job is 
safu but .ho knows he will never get 
any farther. 


He is not a salesman and he has to 


be content with a modest though sure 
salary while the^young fellows who go 
out into the street with their brash 
assurance capture tho real prizes. He 
is in fact a failure from the 
world's 


and from his own point of view. 


Circumstances catapult him into back- 
ii:g with his savings tho invention of a 
weak visionary so that ho has to leave 
his safe job in an attempt to make the 
invention a paying tiling. Ho is now 
compelled to sink or swim. 


He overcomes his constitutional dis- 


taste for salesmanship and goes into 
sjaragcs to sell his product himself. He 
discovers that he can actually 
sell 


tilings. The invention was 1'undamen- 
tallly unsound and the business fails 
but at Hie last moment Edward Patter- 
son with the assurance gained in the 


losing business venture, tackles a 
wealthy prospect and sells him $100,- 
OOD In life insurance. At the end of 
the book he is a "success," that is, 
he>is a successful life insurance agent. 
Even at that there has been a new be- 
gining for him. 


But I am left with tho impression 


that there" is no new beginning 
for 


Henry Kitchell Webster. He can write 
this story but no other. The stories 
that he writes now in middle age arc 
determined by his mental slant of 20 
years ago. 
He is Edward Patterson 


in tho safe job of telling stories that 
arc sure of a certain audience. He is 
not taking the chance of sink or swirn 
that he makes.his character take. He 
is leaving his character a, failure at 
the end of the book. 


Yet that is what a real Edward Pat- 


terson would almost inevitably have 
been. I for one beg to doubt that that 
kind ot a man constitutionally lacking 
in capacity for salesmanship, could be 
translated into a crack life insurance 
agent in a few months' time. 
AVeta- 


ster's idea of what a story should he 
that his readers demand made him de- 
bauch the idea he started with. 


Not that there aren't plenty of ex- 


amples of success at 45 or at 60 for 
that mater, but it is success in tho di- 
rection of the person's desires or am- 
bitions. A man devoid of artistic in- 
stinct will not 'be translated into a 
great salesman. That happens only 
in second rate stories.

PNEUMONIA, BRONCHITIS 


SECOND AS DEATH CAUSE

Infections of the lungs and ot the 


bre.ithmg tract are no new thing to 
human beings. They were carefully 
noted by physicians long before the 
Christian era. 


Tho changes that take place in the 


lunts in pneumonia were 
carefully 


recorded by a Bohemian 
tiathologist 


named Rokitansky at tho beginning 
of the nineteenth century. 


r.ronchitis, which is limited to the 


inflammation of the tubes that carry 
tlio nir into the lung tissues, was dif- 
ferentiated 
from 
pneumonia 
more 


than a hundred 
years ago. 
Today 


pneumonia and the inflammations of 
the breathing tract arc the second 
largest cause of death all over the 
temperate- zone. 


CLIMATE COUNTS 


Many scientific studios have been 


made to find out whether or not cli- 
matic conditions arc responsible for 
the incidence of this typo 
of dis- 


order. A well known British epidemio- 
logist has recently concluded that a 
drop in tho temperature below tho 
normal for the season of tho year is 
likely to be associated with an 
In- 


creased mirnbor of deaths from such 
diseases. 


In London studies have been made 


to find out just how the fogs may bo 
associated with deaths from bronchit- 
is and pneumonia Leonard Hill, the 
noted British physiologist, is convinc- 
ed that smoke and fog interfere with 
tho passage of sunlight and arc thus 
directly 
associated 
with 
increased 


mortality. 


Records kept for hundreds of years 


of climatic changes and of the inci- 
dence of fog have boon studied in 
relation to the number uf deaths from 
respiratory diseases. 


There arc so many f.ictois involved 


that it is difficult to draw definite 
conclusions, but icccnt studies again 
seem to .show that sudden chnagcs in 
temperature are more certainly relat- 
ed to bronchitis and pneumonia than 
the incidence of smoke and fog. 


TREATMENT 


One ot the main fcatuies of these 


disease is that they arc most faUU, in 
old ago and in youth. For this reason 
records of various kinds of treatment 
must always bo studied in relation- 
ship to the ages of the persons treat- 
ed. 


Nowadays the most important fac- 


tor in recovery from pneumonia is 
skillful mil-sins. In 
London during 


li^'O. as recorded by Epidemiologist 
Hilda Woods, only is per cent of ;iP>15 
deaths from pneumonia occurred in 
hoppitnl and nursing homos, and "-

in 
poor-law 
institutions,

Wounded, Delivering Pay 
and Dropping Orders 


Managua, Nicaragua — While the 


United States is cheering the \ictou- 
oue crew of the 
Bremen for their 


epochal flight across the 
Atlantic, 


Uncle Sam's unsung heroes of the 
air continue to face death in Nicara- 
gua and make big strikes toward the 
military and commercial development 
of the airplane with little or no at- 
tention being paid to them. 


They comprise the 
Marine Corps 


aircraft squadron under command of 
Major K. E. Kowell, and they have 
opened great vistas for future war- 
fare, but in other uses. 


Briefly, here is the air record of 


Major Rowell's squadion of 12 planes 
m the "war" with Sandmo, the rebel 
chieftain: 


In 11 months they have flown 5003 


hours, fired 90,000 rounds from ma- 
chine guns, dropped 300 bombs, en- 
gaged the 
enemy 61 times, 
been 


struck by rebel flre 69 time*, have 
lost on® plane and have suffered two 
casualties. 


The latter were Second Lieutenant 
Earl Thomas and Sergeant Frank 12. 
Dowdell, pilots, who were forced down 
by enemy fire in a hostile country 
and never returned. 
Sandmo desert- 


ers say they were surrounded and 
killed after a desperate battle. 


For the first time in history, the 


marine flyers have attacked fortified 
military positions. Swooping down on 
Sandino strongholds they have rained 


a deadly baptism with machine guns 
and 17-pounders. 


In all, they have gono through the 


fstift'est fighting since the World \Var.

Washington—A year after the Mis- 


sissippi flood reachel the proportions 
of a great disaster, the Red Cross has 
rehabilitated the hundreds of 
thou- 


sands of flood victims as effectively as 
it could with the 
$17,000,000 relief 


fund at its disposal. 


As late as March some 54,000 x-ic- 


tims were still being fed by the Red 
Cross, according to the organization's 
figures. Today only a very few fam- 
ilies, their needs carefully investigat- 
ed by local chapters, are still receiv- 
ing free food and other help. 


The $17,000,000 has all been spent 


except for a small amount needed for 
continuation work in a few of the j 
hardest hit counties of Illinois. Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, Mississippi and Lou- 
isiana. 
' 


That great relief fund, according to 


the Red Cross, was used to care for 
more than COO.OOO persons in one way 
or another. 
This reconstruction aid 


was administered in the form of re- 
building and repairing homes, procur- 
ing household goods, clothing, live- 
stock and poultry, feed, seed, farm 
implements and providing food and 
medical care. 


It is still too early to tell how ma- 


ny persons will be receiving contin- 
uation aid after the end of this year 
of work and expenditure, but 
the 


number may go into the thousands. 


Although national interest in flood 


sufferers subsided after a month or 
two, the number of cases cared for 
was higher last February than it hac 
been since July. The Red Cross pro 
vides the following table showing th 
number of refugees given food, shel 
tcr, medical attention or other ser 
vice from month to month:

Plan Calls for Distinction Be- 


tween Income for Labor 
and Other Sources 


Holding that a basic distinction is to 


be made between income earned by 
personal exertion and income from 
other sources, the Committee on Fed- 
eral Taxation of the Chamber of Com 
inerce of the United States has recom- 
mended to the joint congressional tax 
committee credit for all earned income 
be allowed regardless of the amount. 


Notice of the recommendation has 


been received by the local chamber 
with the request that the body go on 
record as accepting that stand. 


The committee holds that if both 


kinds of income are taxed at the same 
rate, the result is 
a discrimination 


against earned income. "An indivi- 
dual," it points out "especially if he 
ib entering a professional career, must 
spend a considerable amount of time 
and money in preparing himself for 
his life work. Earning capacity is lim- 
ited at the most to the life of the in- 
dividual and it may be sooner curtailed 
by ill health or numerous other events. 


"The earning power of the individual 


cannot be passed on intact, but disap- 
pears with the life of its possessor. To 
put it in other words, an individual 
exhausts his personal capital as he 
carriers on his work. Capital otherwise 
invested is different. Such capital is 
not ordinarily consumed in the pro- 
ductive processes nor exhausted with

Picturesque Citizens Of 


Jones Island Move Away 


MJlwukee—The last of the Jones 


Island squatters are moving. Civic 
progress has halted legal battles over 
property rights and brought an end 
to Milwaukee's most picturesque set- 
tlement. 


Most of the squatters went when 


the city 
built its sewage 
disposal 


plant on the island—which, inciden- 
tally, is now not an island but a point 
jutting out into lake Michigan. The 
city filled in th •> narrow strip of wa- 
ter that gave the island a right to its 
title. Then the city decided it need- 
ed the rest of the "island" for a car- 
ferry slip and ordered the few re- 
maining "squatters" oft. 


The so-called squatters are fisher- 


folk living in shanties. 
The story 
is that the first of them came in 1870, 
after a terrific storm had swept away 
the few habitations which had been 
built on the "island." 
Then came 
Jake Muza. He took possession for 
the "Houe of Muza." This pioneer 
later gave pieces of property to his 
friends as tt.ey arrived here from Eu- 
rope. 


For 23 yearfe, the Illinois Steel com- 


pany and the squatters fought their 
legal battles. 
The company bought 


the land. But th« squatters insisted 
that 20 years of residence under the 
Wisconsin law, coupled with 
the 


'House of 
Muza" tradition, 
gave 


them ownership of the land. Defeat- 
ed in the lower court, the company's 
attorneys prepared to go to the su- 
preme couit. The city of Milwaukee, 


too, tried to move the squatters on* 
by court action, but to no avail. 


The litigation 
went from circuit 


court to supreme court and back 
again. 


Then the city condemned the land 


for its sewage disposal plant and for 
other facilities. 
Most of the squat* 
ters moved off at once, but a few re- 
mained. The final order to move was 
given in March of this year. The last 
of the squatters are moving off, but 
reluctantly. They do not want to give 
up their homes "on the lake" and go 
to live in the more crowded districts 
of Milwaukee. 


It was the "abdication of the king 


of Jones Island," Charles Plambeck, 
that resulted in most of the settlers 
moving oft. 


Mr. Plambeck, who ran a restau- 
rant on "the island" for many years, 
was 
dubbed the 
"king" by 
his 


friends and he did have a large share 
in the administration of island af- 
fairs. 


It 
was the 
' restaurant which 


brought Plambeck fame. People came 
from all parts of Milwaukee for his 
fried fish dinner. At that time the 
island had not been connected with 
the mainland and it, was necessary 
for the visitors to cross in a little 
ferry. 


At one time Plambeck's fish dinners 


were so popular that excursions were 
run to his place. "Meet you on the 
inland" used to be a common expres- 
sion.
